First, the milk is 
heated until parts of it begin to get thick. Then 
a special juice is added. The thick parts of the 

milk are then pressed together, squeezing the watery 

parts out. Then the thick part is made into a shape. 

This shape is left alone for a few weeks, months, or 

even a year, until it is ready to eat.

Cheese can be white, yellow, or 
orange. Some kinds of cheese taste very sharp and 
others taste very mild, cheese comes in all shapes, 
colors, and tastes.
